To  the  Legislature  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan: 

In  accordance  with  legal  requirements,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your 
consideration  the  following  official  Report  relative  to  the  State  Library. 

This  Report  commences  December  1,  1872,  and  closes  September  30,  1874, 
embracing  a  period  of  one  year  and  ten  months.  The  present  exhibit  is  neces¬ 
sitated  by  the  law  requiring  State  Officers  to  complete  their  reports  at  the  close 
of  the  new  fiscal  year,  ending  September  30.

The  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Library  have  been  adjusted  by  the  Board 
of  State  Auditors,  and  the  awards  and  amounts  thereof  can  be  found  in  the 
Annual  Reports  of  the  Board. 

The  balance  of  the  appropriation  on  hand  will  be  exhausted  prior  to 
January  1,  1875. 

The  generous  appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature,  Act  No.  20,  Laws  of 
1873,  has  been  expended  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Governor,  in  the 
most  economical  and  judicious  manner  possible.  The  wants  and  necessities  of 
the  Library  would  seem  to  require  at  your  hands,  a  further  appropriation  of 
83,000,  to  be  expended  during  the  years  1875—76. 

“  The  Nation’s  boobs  are  her  vouchers.  Her  libraries  are  her  monuments. 
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The  dead  past  lives  again  in  print  in  our  public  and  private  libraries,  where  to 
a  great  extent,  are  garnered  up  records  of  laws,  manners,  customs,  literature, 
science  and  art, — the  intellectual  accumulations  of  ourselves  and  our  prede¬ 
cessors.  Here  the  past  and  the  present  hold  their  school  for  the  instruction 
of  the  future.” 

The  collection  of  American  Statute  Law,  and  of  American  Law  and  Equity 
Reports  now  in  possession  of  the  Library,  although  not  complete,  is  its  most 
important  and  useful  acquisition. 

There  are  still  wanting  about  150  volumes  to  make  the  set  of  American 
Reports  entirely  complete. 

There  has  been  a  large  purchase  of  the  English  Law  Reports,  but  there  are 
still  many  earlier  and  most  needed  volumes  now  desirable,  and  should  be  placed 
without  delay,  in  the  Libary.  Over  400  volumes  of  this  class  of  books  are 
necessary  to  till  a  vacancy;  also  300  volumes  of  Scotch  and  Irish  Reports,  of 
which  the  Library  is  entirely  destitute. 

A  complete  set  of  the  British  and  French  Statutes  should  be  procured,  as 
they  are  frequently  called  for,  and  would  afford  a  fund  of  valuable  information. 
No  pains  or  reasonable  expense  should  be  spared  to  make  the  Law  Department 
as  complete  as  possible. 

New  Miscellaneous  Law  and  Text  books,  also  Digests  of  Reports  are  abso¬ 
lutely  necessary  in  the  Law  Department,  not  only  for  the  use  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  but  also  for  the  various  committees  of  the  Legislature,  especially  for 
the  Judiciary.  Although  law  books  are  constantly  being  added  to  the  Library, 
by  purchase  and  exchange,  the  demand  at  all  times  exceeds  the  supply.  Many 
rare,  valuable  and  exceedingly  scarce  books  have  been  added  to  the  Library, 
that  relate  particularly  to  the  Early  History  of  Michigan,  and  the  Northwestern 
Territory,  still  there  is  a  vacuum  in  this  direction  that  should  be  filled. 

It  is  necessary  to  continue  certain  series  of  books  already  commenced,  and 
to  supply  many  valuable  works  of  reference  that  are  in  daily  demand  by  in¬ 
formation  seekers.  Taking  into  consideration  the  splendid  financial  condition 
of  our  State,  and  the  plethora  of  the  State  Treasury,  we  confidently  believe 
and  trust  that  the  modest  sum  of  $3,000,  to  be  expended  in  the  direction  and 
for  the  purposes  herein  indicated,  will  be  readily  and  cheerfully  appropriated 
by  an  intelligent  and  liberal  Legislature.

The  number  of  volumes  of  inter-State  exchanges  sent  out  during  the  last 
two  years  is  larger  than  the  system  would  seem  to  warrant,  but  this  circum¬ 
stance  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  legitimate  number  that  should  have  been 
distributed  during  the  years  1871-72,  were  not  received  into  the  Library  in 
time  for  the  purpose  indicated,  and  for  that  reason  the  deficiency  has  been 
added  to  the  present  Keport. 

The  book  mentioned  in  my  last  Report  as  missing  from  the  Library,  has 
been  returned.  One  volume  has  been  mislaid  or  lost,  since  my  last  Report,  but 
I  have  hopes  of  its  recovery.

The  inquiry  is  frequently  made,  What  is  the  value  of  the  State  Library  ? 

The  question  is  a  difficult  one  to  answer,  for  the  reason  that  the  cost  of 
printing  and  binding  as  fixed  by  the  regulations  of  the  different  States  and  of 
the  United  States,  is  not  easy  to  ascertain.  The  actual  cost  of  many  books, 
purchased  under  an  appropriation  of  the  Legislature  of  1837,  cannot  be  ascer¬ 
tained  by  any  data  in  the  possession  of  the  Librarian.  Many  rare  and  valuable 
books  were  lost,  or  missing  from  the  Library  prior  to  1850.  Many  rare  books 
now  in  the  Library  are  out  of  print  and  cannot  be  purchased  at  any  price.  In 
the  month  of  September  just  past,  I  made  a  careful  enumeration  of  the  books, 
pamphlets,  maps,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  Library,  and  fixed  an  estimated  value 
of  the  same,  and  the  conclusion  that  I  have  arrived  at  is,  that  the  estimated 
present  value  of  the  entire  Library,  including  duplicates  of  all  kinds  (except 
the  Michigan  Supreme  Court  Reports)  is,  in  round  numbers,  the  sum  of 
195,000. 
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MINERAL  AND  GEOLOGICAL  SPECIMENS,  INDIAN  RELICS,  CURIOSITIES,  ETC. 

It  was  made  the  duty  of  the  Stare  Librarian,  by  virtue  of  Joint  Resolution 
No.  10,  Laws  of  1873,  to  issue  a  printed  circular  to  the  citizens  of  the  State, 
inviting  them  to  deposit  in  the  State  Library,  such  minerals  and  geological 
specimens  as  any  citizen  may  find  upon  his  premises,  or  in  any  portion  of  the 
State;  and  also,  inviting  them  to  donate  any  books,  pamphlets,  or  papers  per¬ 
taining  to  the  History  of  Michigan,  also  any  Indian  relics  and  curiosities  of 
any  kind. 

A  general  circular  was  issued  from  this  office  on  June  2,  1873,  in  accordance 
with  the  Joint  Resolution  referred  to,  and  sent  to  prominent  parties  in  various 
localities  of  the  State.  It  was  also  printed  (or  the  substance  of  it)  in  several 
newspapers,  without  any  expense  to  the  State. 

In  response  to  that  circular,  quite  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  miscel¬ 
laneous  gifts  have  been  received,  of  which  a  detailed  statement  will  be  found 
in  Exhibits  B  and  C  of  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

These  donations  have  been  numbered  consecutively,  and  a  proper  record 
made  of  them  in  books  prepared  expressly  for  that  purpose.  Our  thanks  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  donors  of  these  rare  and  valuable  gifts,  and  it  is  our 
earnest  desire  that  every  person  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a  State  Cab¬ 
inet  of  Natural  History,  and  a  Museum  of  Curiosities,  that  will  do  lasting 
honor  to  our  people,  tvill  respond  generously  to  the  appeal  made  in  our  circu¬ 
lar,  so  that  there  may  be  no  diminution  in  the  number  and  value  of  gifts  in 
this  desired  direction. 


ROLL  OF  HONOR. 

In  the  list  of  additions  to  this  Library,  I  cannot  refrain  from  making  special 
mention  of  the  Roll  of  Honor  prepared  under  the  authority  of  Joint  Resolu¬ 
tion  No.  40  of  the  Legislature  of  1869.  It  has  been  engrossed  with  great  labor, 
care  and  circumspection  by  Adjutant  General  Robertson,  inscribed  beautifully 
upon  parchment,  and  bound  in  two  volumes,  in  an  elegant  and  substantial 
manner.  It  is  a  work  of  honor  to  the  Legislature  that  originated  its  design, 
and  furnished  the  means  for  its  completion.  It  is  and  will  be  a  lasting  me¬ 
mento  of  Michigan’s  brave  boys,  who  left  their  fire-sides  and  homes  to  battle 
and  die  for  their  country. 

“  Though  mixed  with  earth  their  perishable  clay, 

Their  names  shall  live,  while  glory  loves  to  tell, 

True  to  their  country,  how  trey  won  the  day, 
llowr  firm  the  heroes  stood,  how  calm  they  fell.” 

STATE  PIONEERS’  SOCIETY. 

In  accordance  with  Act  No.  156,  Laws  of  1873,  the  Recording  Secretary  of 
the  State  Pioneers’  Society  of  Michigan  has  filed  a  report  with  the  State 
Librarian. 

A  State  Pioneers’  Society  was  organized  at  Lansing,  April  22,  1874.  Arti¬ 
cles  of  Association  and  By-Laws  Wc-re  adopted,  a  membership  book  was  opened, 
and  the  Society  now  numbers  88  members. 

The  papers  and  relics  donated  at  the  period  of  the  organization  of  the  Soci¬ 
ety,  and  a  valuable  collection  of  historical  papers  received  from  the  Wayne 
county  Pioneer  Society,  have  been  placed  on  file  in  the  State  Library,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  section  7  of  the  act  of  organization. 
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SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS. 

Act  No.  174,  Laws  of  1871,  and  Act  No.  137,  Laws  of  1873,  impose  upon 
the  State  Librarian  certain  duties  in  regard  to  the  sale  and  disposition  of  the 
Supreme  Court  Eeports  of  Michigan.  Although  the  transactions  of  the  State 
Librarian  in  reference  to  the  sale  and  disposition  of  these  Eeports  would  not 
be  embraced  legitimately  in  the  report  of  matters  pertaining  distinctively  to 
the  State  Library,  yet,  in  order  to  save  the  expense  of  a  separate  publication 
of  my  Eeport  relative  to  these  Supreme  Court  Eeports,  I  have  added  the  same 
to  the  Appendix  of  the  Eeport  proper,  of  Library  matters. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  am  preparing  for  the  press  a  Catalogue  of  the  State  Library,  and  hope  to 
have  the  same  ready  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature,  early  in  the  month  of  Jan¬ 
uary  next. 

Our  acknowledgments  are  especially  tendered  to  Governor  John  J.  Bagiev, 
for  his  valuable  advice  and  timely  suggestions  in  matters  pertaining  to  this 
Library;  also  our  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Green  of  Boston,  Mass.,  for 
his  large  and  valuable  contribution  of  books  and  pamphlets  to  our  Library ; 
to  W.  T.  E.  Saffell  of  Baltimore,  Md. ;  to  the  Maryland  State  Historical  Soci¬ 
ety,  and  to  many  others,  for  their  generous  and  valuable  donations,  and  par¬ 
ticularly  to  the  publishers  of  newspapers,  who  have  contributed  their  papers 
gratuitously  to  the  Library.  Their  donations  have  been  carefully  preserved 
and  placed  on  file.  A  continuance  of  favors  in  this  direction  is  desirable  and 
earnestly  solicited. 

Four  sessions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  are  now7  held  annually  in  the 
rooms  contiguous  to  the  Library,  by  reason  of  which,  additional  duties  have  been 
imposed  upon  the  Librarian.
